)ne ot the oli.ef object* in stock 
growing is to convert all waste pro- 
duct* of the farm into money ; another 
Is that you may sell your crops in a 
more concentrated form, for as much 
or more than the market price, and 
the manufacture of cheap fertilisers 
For Ibis two-fold purpose nothing 
•eema to be more suitable than the 
much-noted Tennessee mule. While 
it !■< our p0r|H>*« to show possible 
superior profits to bo made by mule 
growing, it is well to note how very 
prosperous our mule grower seems to 
be. Many of the large estates around 
us have been acquired chiefly by mule 
growing. This is so generally true 
that we often hear the expression that 
any man of ordinary ability who will 
devote his time to mule growing and 
stay out of speculation, is sure of a 
conipeleiiey, anil rven independence 
should he live to a green old age. 

Our great drawback to mule grow- 
ing is the capital uecoss&ry lo the 
business. To stock your farm with 
mules requires as much capital as 
vour farm oo*t yon, and most of us 
would prefer two farms to oue farm 
and a tew mules. If, as it seems, a 
a few mules will bring another farm, 
how may we best get the mule? Let 
our work stock be mares such as are 
capable of raising the green "sugar 
mid-."

"Crude carbolic add and lard, equal 
parts; apply on the neck, around the 
ears, back of the forelegs, on the back 
part of the hams, In the flanks I 
along the back. Coal oil and lard, 
ooal oil and linseed oil, equal parte, 
applied to the same parts of the ani- 
mal just mentioned. In addition 
the application to the animal, the 
sleeping quarters should be thorough- 
ly sprinkled several times with coal 
oil or the orude carbolic acid and wa- 
ter. — Jourual of Agriculture.

George W. Franklin says: "The 
breed of Bheep that is to be popular in 
the future must of necessity be au 
early maturing breed. They must be 
a distinctly mutton variety, with all 
the mutton qualities well developed. 
They must be good keepers, good 
nurses and, above all, good sellers. 
They should dress not lets than 60 per 
cent, ot prime mutton, and the quality 
should be such that the buyer of this 
kind will not accuse the market man 
of selling him goat meat. This breed 
Is in existence, aud it is not confined 
to oue breed, and we hope the time is 
near at hand when sueep will be bred 
for a purpose that can make money 
for its owner, and not always be sub- 
ject to changes in legislation to make 
it a profitable sheep. The profitable 
sheep will preclude the use of scrub 
rams and scrub care.

Mr. L. T. Chiles, ruling elder of th( 
First Presbyterian chinch, at the ceii 
teunial exerciBes on Wodnesd»v, de> 
livered the following admirable ad- 
■dress setting forth the work of the 
■church for the last one hundred years.

"And Pharaoh said unto Jacob, how 
old art thou ?" 

How rapidly our mind travels 
back over the dusty highway of the 
past, when this startling question

busily engaged tithing the mint, 
*ud cummiu, splitting doctiiual hairs 
*nd neglecting the weightier matters 
of the law ? God forbid ! I kuow uot, 
but oue thing I know the early 
Presbyterian was nothing if not pug- 
nacious. "Tell it not in Gath, pub- 
lish it uot iu the streets of Askelou" 
but 'tis true and pity 'tis, 'tis true. 

Touch up the average Piesbyterian 
on the subject of God's soveriguty, re- 
generation and sanetifieation — elec-

Old age is looked upou askance by 
youth, for to them it is syuonvmous 
with decrepitude and decay, the lean 
and slippered pantaloon, with specta- 
cles on nose aud pouch at side, with 
utter uselossness aud oblivion. Thi- 
may be partly true of men but God's 
Church grows younger aud more vig- 
orous with the passing years, for as a 
river that has its source iu some ob- 
scure spring ou the distant hills it 
slowly but surely forces itself past all 
obstructions ever wideuiug aud deep- 
tiiug in its onward progress; and 
though the progress of the little local 
church may hardly be discernable, yet 
if its source is really divine, no human 
agency can prevent its advancement. 

Called ot God, Jamea Price Howe, 
one of North Carolina's hardy sous, 
light of early In 1794, went out from his na- 
tive State and settled iu Kentucky. Iu 
the month ot July, 1795, three yeai 
after the admission of our State ini 
the Union aud the elecliou of her first 
Governor, he organized the first Pres- 
*bvterian church of Mt. Sterling under 
name of thp "Little Moui 



Chinch," the name by which the insig- 
nificant village of a few log cabins aud 
the inevitable blacksmith shop was 
then known. 

In the following November the first 
line of flat boats was established 
the Ohio river, operating betwt 
Pittsburg aud Cincinnati, the lat 
then a place of some 500 inhabitants. 
Geul. Washington was President of 
United States, aud Gen'l. Isaac Shelby 
Governor of Kentucky, hardly two 
years had elapsed since the capture by 
Indians of Morgan Station on 
Slate creek, not many miles from this 
place, and the carrying iuto capitivity 
ot some 19 women aud children, and 
only the year before had the decisive 
battle ot Maume Rapids been fought, 
where Mad Anthony Wayne, with 
some 1600 Kentucky Volunteers and 
the same number of Regulars com- 
pletely discomfited the North Western 
Indiana, and (bread than into a treaty 
that left this territory tree from organ- 
ized incursions, though small predato- 
ry bands appeared occasionally for a 
iar or »o afterward.

The first church building was con- 
st ruetad of logs.and was located on a lot 
at the southeast corner of 11 inkstoiiHud 

years as the "Old Piesbyterian Grave- 
\ard." There skeins to have been from 
the very beginning an iinpleasently 
close affinity between the Presbyterian 
Church and the grave yard, still histo- 
ry lias profited from this association, 
for In manv places where flourishing 
churches existed 40 or 50 years ago, 
the only Presbyterians left to-day are 
those who are located permanently in 
the old burial ground. At one time 
in a controversy between two rival 
points trying to secure the building of 
church, the convincing argument ad- 
vanced by one was the beautiful loca- 
tion for a grave yard. According to 
tradition the first house of worship 
was a two story affair, the lower room 
being used lor religious worship, the 
upper story, which was reached by a 
double flight of stairs at the rear and

In later years the 
worshiped iu the old Court House un 
til 1331, wheu the present building 
was erected, the dedicatory sermou 
being delivered by Rev. Nathan llab 
of Lexington, November 5, 1831 
The names of the pastors and minis- 
ters who have served the church from 
the present time 
are as follows: Joseph Price Howe, 
who the historiau says ''was a devout 
man, although of moderate ability, 
aud who look a conspicuous part in 
revival of 1800 ;" he minister- 
ed to these people from 1795 until his 
death iu 1827 ; Jacob F. Price, as a 
licentiate In 1830; Dewev Whitne>, 
from 1831 to 1835; Joseph C. Slilea, a 
eloquent but erratic man, for a 
few months during 1835; George W. 
Coons, 1837; William Y. Allen. 1843; 

les A. Campbell, 1845; J. W. 
Wallace was installed as pastor Octo 
ber 15, 18-16, and continued iu that re 
lation until 1850; Samuel P. Little 
1851, his brief stay being accounted 
for by the iudiguatiou of his leading

was succeeded in 1852 by L. A. Low 
ry. Uev. R. F. Caldwell, the oldest 
of those now living, served the church 
most acceptably and faithfully from 
1854 lo 1861, doing much for the 
peace and harmony of the communis 
in those troublous times ; he was suc- 
ceeded by William George, whose 
pastorate was cut short by the trans- 
fer of military operations to our midst, 
the church being used for a whife as a 
barracks, aud after the burning of our 
Court House the sessions of the court 
were held here for a term or two 
Thomas Urmston came in 1866; dur- 
ing his ministry a meeting was held 
in which he was assisted by Rev. Jos 
ins, and a number of tho most use- 
members that the church has ever 
united with it at that time.

said, the early records of the church 
are meager, and in most cases very im- 
perfectly kept so that it has been im- 
possible to gather all the facts. 

At no time in the hUtory of the 
church has there been any great relig- 
ious awakening, but scarcely a year 
has passed without the ingathering of 
some into her communion. It has 
passed through many storms and en- 
countered many difficulties, but these 
have only strengthened the faith ot 
her members and driven them to Him 
who alone is able to restore the 
troubled waters to a calm. 

Until within the past eleven years 
the church only held preaching serv- 
ices once every two weeks, and often- 
times in earlier years were without 
stated preaching. But; in spite of 
verses it lias always made progress 
and been ready to push forward in 
any good work ; always found in the 
front rank of any enterprise for the 
upbuilding of the Master's kingdom . 
The past eleven years have been the 
most marked for advancement of any 
in her history. During that time 
there has been raised for various pur- 
poses 117,874. There have been added 
to the church roll during the same 
period 103 names. These are merely 
the tangible and visible results, for the 
real good In its entirely will never be 
known this side the judgement. The 
years immediately following the di- 
vision in the church were years of 
sacrifice and Ubor, but it developed a 
greater spirit of liberality and an in- 
creased interest in the Master's serv- 
ice. While it must alwavs be re- 
gretted that a separation was thought 
necessary, yet we can but acknowl- 
edge that it was the means ol develop- 
ing more activity on the part of the 
membership of both churches than 
they had hitherto manifested, and if 
the time shall ever come when God in 
His wisdom shall see fit to unite them 
again, the reunited church will be 
stronger than it would otherwise have 
been. 

But all these things are in the past. 
We can not live them again to-dav. 
We must be better than our fatheis 
were, or be unworthy the high calling 
which is ours. Whatever successes 
they achieved should inspire our 
hearts with a desire to accomplish 
greater things; whatever mistakes 
they made should warn us to guard 
well the trust that has been committed 
unto us, relying solely on the grace of 
the great head of the church to guard 
us from error. 

As we gather here to-day to do 
honor to the memory of those who 
established this church and who la- 
bored here during past years, it is not 
so much that we may praise them and 
their labors, but that we may gain an 
inspiration for greater service in days 
to come. These hallowed walls 
wherein they worshiped bid us go for- 
ward ; their voices tiom out the past 
speak to us urging to a renewed con- 
secration ; their unseen spirits hover 
over us to-day breathing the benedic- 
tion ot the Father of Spirits and 
beckon us on to the great work which 
is still before, and may the God of 
Hosts look down from heaveu and be- 
hold and visit this vine and the vine 
yard.whichllis right hand has plauted 
and thebranchthatHe madest strong 
lor Himself, that we may not go back 
from Him, that we may be quickened, 
that we may call upon His name.

The alfalia bulletin issued by the 
Department of Agriculture says : 

One acre of alfalfa will furnish for- 
a«c for from ton to twenty hogs per 
season . There is no cheaper or better 
way of pi< dncing pork than to allow 
growing ptgl to run In a field ot al 
falfa. At a conservative estimate 
ten pigs per acre will gain 100 poundi 
each during the season from May to 
September, ami 1,000 pounds of pork 

not be produced so cheaply on 
other feed. The pigs will come out of 
the field in autumn in capital cond 
'.ion to fatten with corn or small 
grain. The alfalfa in a hog pasture 
should be mowed once or twice during 
the summer, or whenever it begins t< 
get hard and woody. This will pro- 
vide plenty ot young and tender herb- 
age, which is more nutritious, weight 
for weight, than forage from the older 
plants, and if the swine are provided 
with this food in its most nutritious 
condition, their growtli will be r 
rapid. They need to be provided 
with an abundance of fresh or run- 
ning water in the pastures.

A WEEK OF PRESBYTERIANISM 



Ebenezer Presbytery Synod of 
Kentucky and Woman's Mis 
sionary Society. 



The services in connection with the 
centenuial of the First Presbyterian 
Church, closed Friday night, having 
been full of interest from beginning 
to end. 

Monday night Ebenezer Presbytery 
convened^ being opened with a ser- 
mon bv the retiring Moderator, Rev. 
Henry A. Brown. "Father" Cald- 
well was elected Moderator, and in 
his speech of acceptance informed his 
hearers that |he would not complete 
his fifty-eighth year as a minister until 
Wednesday, nor his eighty-fourth 
year of life until next month. In hit 
presiding, as in his sermon oi Sunday 
morning, Uc showed himself to be still 
an active man . 

The Synod was opened Friday night 
by the retiring Moderator of that 
body. Rev. C. P. Luce, of Owens- 
boro. Rev. J. J. Blackburn, of Cov- 
ington, was elected Moderator, and 
Rev. E. L. Warren, of Louisville, 
Temporary Clerk. The Committee 
on Arrangements made Kb report, set- 
ting apart Wednesday as a special day 
for the centennial exercises proper. 

At 8 :30 a. m. Wednesday, Synod 
convened for a business sess'on, ad- 
journing at 10 o'clock for the Centen- 
lial exercises. 

The first item on the programme 
was a history of the Church, by L. T. 
es. It is enough to simply say 
the history was prepared and read 
by Mr.Chiles, as it is published ll lull 
in another column we forbear com- 
menting. 

The committee had given a place on 
the programme for reminiscences, but 
judging from the length at which 
Brothers Goodloe and liainey spoke, 
and the interest with which the peo- 
ple listened, the time was entirely too 
short. Many amusing incidents were 
related by these gentlemen. 

It would be impos-ible for us, with 
the limited time and space we have, to 
speak of, all the addresses in full, but 
they were delivered by some of the 
most prominent men in Kentucky, and 
were all masterpieces in themselves.

Hamil- 
ton and Worrell, closed the afternoon 
programme, but before the cougrega- 
tiou [dispersed the couimuuiou of the 
Lord's Supper was observed. 

Tho audience which gathered in the 
evening taxed the building to its ut- 
most capaoity. Dr. Hays, of Mays- 
vijle, spoke ou "The Relation of Pres- 
byterianism to Education." Dr. 
Hays, though dopiived of sight, stands 
nouc in his ability as a 



t linker and orator. He was followed 
by Di .Condit, ot Ashland, who spoke 
on "Christian Citizenship." Every 
voter In the State should have heard 
that address. It was a masterful plea 
for the carrying of one's religion intc 
their politics without in the least de 
grading the religion. 

We can not pass by the music of the 
occasion, furnished by the orchestra of 
the Presbytcrine Sunday School tinder 
the leadership of Prof. Arthur Neville, 
and the solos by Misses Hendrick and 
Avers. 

The entire day was a rich feast, and 
the First Presbyterian Church is to be 
congratulated upon the success of their 
eelebration . 

Thursday was devoted to the busi- 
ness of Synod, the most important 
item of which was the change made 
in their Home Mission plan looking to 
self support, establishing headquarters 
at Louisville. Synod adjourned 
Thursday night (o meet In the College 
Street Church, Louisville, next Octo- 
ber, 

Ou Thursday night Dr. Phrannei 
delivered an address on the subject it 
"Our Own Land as a Mission Field." 

The Ladies' Synodical Society of 
Home and Foreign Missions held 
meeting Thursday and Friday in the 
Southern Presbyterian, Church at 
which much important business was 
transacted. Mrs. McKee, of Danville, 
was elected President of the Home 
Society, and Mrs. Lewis, of Louisville, 
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Friday night was the closing service 
of the week and was in charge of the 
ladies, who proved themselves not one 
whit behind their "liege lords" in 
ability. In fact the men had better 
look well to their laurels or the sisters 
will wear them ic their stead. There 
were three addresses, 'each of which 
were equal to any of those delivered 
by their brothers. Mrs. Lewis spoke 
on "Love for Christ. " Miss Perley, of 
Utah, told of her work among the 
Mormons, and Miss Holmes, of Syria, 
held the audience with rapt attent ion 
while she spoke of Syria. Tho meet- 
ing closed at half past nine o'clock, 
but the audience seemed loth to leave.
